To The Editor. — 1 am obli^wl to 
"Immigrant" for denying tlmt intem- 
perance invariably follows in the wako 
of Christianity and sobriety as invar- 
iably in the wake of the heathen re- 
ligions. 

These Continents, N. andS. America, 
■were inhabited before their discovery 
by vbhL mid sober populations. .Mexico 
ulone, it is said, was capable of putting 
armies numbering three millions into 
the liold against Cortez. An infus- 
ion of the cacas beer in water was 
their only manufactured liquor. To 
day, but for statutory prohibition, 
scarcely one of the American abori- 
gines would have been left through 
strong drink from Christian hands! 
A priest the other day said it was the 
Protestants did it; but 1 referred hiiu 
to Mexico. The Hottentots used no 
inebriating liquors before the advent 
of the first Christian Missionary boer- 
keeper amongst them! Now thoy are 
being exterminated by alcohol. 
Cetewao says the danger of i utom- 
jjerance amongst his Zulu people lies 
on the Christian frontier. In the 
Sandwich Islands, where 1 have lived, 
the natives are wallowing in intemper- 
ance and the king made a tour of the 
world in 1881 to hunt up now 
subjects. They had prohibition and 
temperance before Christianity and 
numbered about half a million. 
Wherever there is a colony of Ch ris- 
tianB there is intemperance and not 
elsewhere. Of course it is of no con- 
sequence in speaking of vast numbers 
as exist in heathendom that some ex- 
ceptions occur — even if it should ox- 
tend to a few millions. "Immigrant" 
refers to an Arab community who, 
ho arhrms, drink to drunkenness other 
■wine than that of the grape: as if it was 
only to grape wines forsooth that the 
prohibition of Mahomet extended, 
that statement condemns itself, as the 
Arabs are constant readers of the Koran 
and there in no such limitation in its 
prohibition which f have before me. 
"While Amorica was being debauched 
by the Christian, Africa was being 
brought into the temperance fold by 
the Mohammedans. 

Coffee is their strongest drink. Dur- 
ing the awful gloom of the middle ages 
Europe, Bays the historian, does not 
at the present day offer more taste, 
more refinement, more elegance than 
was to be seen in Spain under Mo- 
hammedan influence. * * * Instead 
of the gluttonous and wassail orgies of 
their northern neighbors, the feasts of 
the Saracens were marked by sobriety. 
Wine was forbidden." William of 
Malmesbury, referring to our Anglo- 
Saxon ancestors under Christian 
auspices says "Drinking day and night 
■was the common pursuit," etc. Milner 
in his Archaeology says, "Christi- 
anity did not at all contribute to- 
wards the abolition of the Pagan drink- 
ing customs; but, on the contrary 
it gave them a religious aspect." 

In denying that sobriety invariably 
follows in the wake of tho heathen 
religions, "Immigrant" refers to religi- 
ons which do not exist, such as the 
Greek, Roman, and Babylonian, 1 re- 
fer to the heathen religions of to-day. 
I refer to Buddhism, Confucianism 
and Mahniomedan. ^These include 
the great mass of mankind outside of 
Christendom. "Immigrant" has referred 
to the Church of England Temperance 
Sooiety. Archdeacon Farrar in a recent 
anniversary address to that organiza- 
tion said. -"The sobriety of China was 
due to Confucius, that of India and 
•JBurmah to Buddha, and that of vast 
regions of Asia, and Africa to Ma- 
homet." Again he said, "We had des- 
troyed and exterminated races of man- 
kind by introducing tho vice whose 
ramifications contaminated everything." 
That ought to settle the matter with 
^"Immigrant," I think; if not he can 
- get confirmatory evidence by pulling 
the wool off his eyes, heaped there 
by pious frauds, and looking at the 
sober countenances and conduct of the 
scum of the Chinese Empire in our 
midst. I think "Immigrant" has not 
helped mutters by referring to New 
Testament writings. 

We know that the Christian church 
has dispensed alcohol for centuries 
from millions of sacred bars. 

"Surely it is suflicient condemnation 
of any book which assumes to be a 
guide in morals, that it requires such 
a recognition of tho greatest crime, 
producer known to man." 

I have advanced no theories, but 
have referred to the facts acknowledged 
to be such by one of tho highest au- 
thorities in Christendom. And in 
view of these facts I demand to know 
why tho Christian religion should 
recei\e further support?

Study Literature. 

(Fargo Letter in Chicago Herald.) 

In travelling over the prairies our. 
now and then conies across a lonely 
shack, which, with its surroundings, 
wears an aspect of neatness that dis- 
tinguishes it from tin 1 average careless- 
ly thrown together shanty that suffices 
to prove the claimant's right to tho 
title of proprietor of the I GO acres sur- 
rounding. If of boards, the cracks are 
carefully battened with laths; if of logs, 
the crevices are closely plastered with 
mud; hardy morning-glories cling a- 
round the doorway and creep along tho 
humble eaves, while small plats, smil- 
ing with violtits, larkspur, love be-ll and 
honeysuckle, transplanted from the 
prairie, hover around the modest domi- 
cile, true indices to the female spirit 
that rules within. 

The novelty of their situation seems 
to charm these women pioneers; their 
face and form are the em bod in gs of 
happiness and health; they us heartily 
enjoy a tramp over the prairie, in search 
of the boundary lines of their claim, as 
the society girl enjoys a trip in a dog 
cart or sail on the lake. They hocotnu 
adepts in the u.se of ritle and shotgun, 
they learn to handle the harvester as 
deftly as their masculine neighbor* ami 
ride the sulky plow with as much grace 
as her refined sister would ornament >i 
tricycle. The majority of these pioneers 
are schoolmistresses, who pursue their 
Creek, Latin, astronomy, botany or 
chemistry during the summer and pur- 
sue their vocation in village or city 
schoolroom during the winter months. 
Thus they preserve their health, keep 
up their studies and slowly but surely 
build up for themselves u home thai 
they can point to with jusi pride as the 
fruit of their own labor. 

The hardships and trials which these 
brave little pioneers undergo are 
enough to shake the courage of the 
sterner sex. Mrs. Ball, a young widow, 
came to the Territory a few years ago, 
built her claim shack, which was twice 
blown away by tornadoes and once 
burned to tho ground, but through her 
indomitable will, she is still there and 
says she is bound to stay.

Miss Hoover, the Misses 
Pringle, Miss Flynn, JMiss Bruce, Miss 
Marks, Miss Olsen, Miss Shotwell and 
th j Misses Phelps, who, through their 
pluck and perseverance, have; gained a 
fine homestead and built up a little 
fortune of 8 I 0,000, are but a few of 
the great army of women who deserve 
the highest praise for their fortitude 
and determination.

The eastern papers come to us filled 
with comments on the recent English 
earthquake which, by the way, the N. W.

The Toronto News says that K. Stone 
Wiggins, L. L. D., is responsible for the 
tjniiko, and predicts flint another one will 
shake tho British people up and tumble 
their buildings down about May 20.

The British people may 
bear with patience the threats of New 
York and Parisian dynamitards, but they 
will not quietly allow Wiggins, L. L. D., 
to carry out hio programme. Ottawa must 
be fortified at once. We may not be pre- 
pared to shed our last drop of blood and 
squander our last dollar in defense of 
Wiggins, but wo will not yield him up 
without a struggle We could manage to 
worry along without Vennor, Moses Oates, 
and Adams, but if Canadians didn't rise 
in defence of Wiggins he wight get angry 
and send a cyclone that would blow Can- 
ada right into the United States which 
would be very gratifying toGoldwin Smith 
but wouldn't please Canadians generally. 
Tho New York Telegram, ill the same 
strain, says that England's recent shake 
up has already brought out claimants with 
earthquake patent rights. Wiggins, is of 
course, first in the Bold and stakes his 
claim on an alleged prediction in March 
of which he says the earthquake in (pies 
tion is a fair fulfilment. Not content with 
this he rashly predicts another shako up 
for John Bull and his isle. He will pre- 
empt anything in the shape of a move- 
ment of the earth as a support of his pre- 
diction for the next month or two to come. 
No pent up Ottawa or even England for 
Wiggins. Tho iuvincibles would not, of 
course, let such an opportunity pass by 
without announcing to the world through 
thoir extensive mouthpiece in this city 
that tho "boys were at work," and that 
"the dynamite went oil' beautifully. "They 
cluim a prior right to anything that can 
.make John Bull tremble. Between Wig- 
gina and the Fenians the 'night little is- 
land" over which Mr. Gladstone worries 
is in a tight place.

The Failure of Mie Oriental 
Bank. 

The reported failure of this groat finan- 
cial concern which has its branches in Lon- 
don, Singapore, Ceylon, Australia and 
elsewhere, is continued. The liabilities are 
enormous. Tho bank is sure to drag many 
other companies down with it. The Coy- 
Ion Company, which owed the Oriental 
§10,600,000, has already gone and there 
is a general feeling of distrust in the sta- 
bility of other large concerns that did 
business with tho distressed bank. The 
scenos which followed the failure of the 
City of Glasgow bank may be re-enacted 
in this case. A .San Francisco dispatch 
says: "The failure of the Oriental bank 
of London is town talk in San Francisco. 
Tho bank of California formerly transact- 
ed a very large exchange business with the 
Oriontal bank, but about three years ago 
transferred its accounts to the Rothschilds. 
Thomas Brown, .secretary of the bank of 
California, Bays the failure of the bank in- 
volves £7,000,000 or §35,000,000, which 
tho stockholders will be obliged to pay 
less tho assets, as they aro responsible for 
all deficiencies under the English law. The 
notes of the Oriontal bank are extensively 
circulated in China and India. The sus- 
pension evidently results from ill-timed 
advances to Oriental merchants. 

St. Vjnoent, Minn., April 24. — This 
evening George Mangan, a mechanic at 
tho St. P., M- & M. round house here, 
was run over by a C. P. U. engine in tho 
Emerson yard and instantly killed. The 
body was horribly mangled. He and a 
compainon, John Kruise, were coming 
from Emerson, when they were overtaken 
by tho engine with the above result. 



ENGLAND. 

London, May 0.— John Eldon durst 
and Henry Cecil Raikes, conservative 
members of the commons have jotnedLord 
Churchill in withdrawing from the con- 
servative union, thoir aim being to form 
a new party. Tho leading principles will 
bo tho adoption of a conservative demo- 
cratic programme. Churchill asked Salis- 
bury to consent to tho establishment of a 
central council which shall guide tho elec- 
toral organization and advocate free edu- 
cation and prepare a measure having in 
view the subordination of tho land ques- 
tion to social topics. 

Preliminaries of tho Egyptian confer- 
ence are settled. Tho conforonce will 
meet at London during tho first week in 
in Juno and is oxpoctod to last throe 
weeks. 

Genl. Wolseley advises that (ieu. 
Graham be placed in command of the 
autumn expedition to Khartoum if an 
English force is sent. The war office plan 
is for 50,000 troops to start from Assiotit 
for Khartoum about tho ond of July. 

London, May b\ — Russia, Germany and 
Austria are discussing common measures 
looking to tho supervision, production and 
sale of dangerous explosives. England 
and France are not invited to participate. 

ITALY. 

Rome, May li. — Gavanni Prati, the 
distinguished Italian poet, is dying. 

AUSTRIA. 
Vienna, May C— A catholic missionary 
from Soudan writes tho Politesehe Cor- 
respondence that everyone in that region 
is impressed with the conviction that Her 
ber is lost. Unless the British shall post 
a strong force to hold Assouan all Egypt 
will eventually succumb to El Mahdi. 

CANADA. 

Montreal, May G. — John Thimball(?)of 
this city has boon appointed a director of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Co., vice 
Kennedy. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin. May 0. — Borson Courier states 
that the empress has suffered a relupse 
and grave fears aro entertained with re- 
gard to her condition. Prayers are offered 
at Damkischo for her rocovery. 

EGYPT. 

LONDON, May. 0. — Parliamentary docu- 
ments just pubhshod include a dispatch to 
the British minister in Egypt from (ion. 
Gordon dated Khartoum, April Kith, in 
which he says: "As far as I understand 
the situation you state there is no inten- 
tion of sending relief here or to Berber. 
You refuse mo Zobohr Pasha and 1 con- 
sider myself forced to act according to 
circumstances. I shall hold on here as 
long as I can. If I can suppress tho re- 
bellioll I shall do so. Otherwise 1 shall 
retire to tho equator ond leave to you the 
indelible disgrace of abandoning tho gar- 
risons of Sennaar, Kassala, Berber and 
Dongola with the certainty that you will 
eventually be forced to smash up the 
Mahdi under great difficulties if you want 
to maintain poaco in Egpyt." 

Tliti documents include a telegram from 
Col. Stewart to Sir Evelyn Barring, in which 
he says: Gen. Gordon bus acquainted me 
with your intention to relieve Khartoum. 
It is proposed I shall go to Berber, trusting 
to tho success of your negotiations for op- 
ening the Suakiu and Berber routes doubt- 
ing, however, success so far as the Berber 
road is concerned, unless it is opened by 
the advancing troops. I am inclined to 
think that my retreat will be by way of the 
equator, anil shall therefore follow General 
Gordon's fortunes. Vice Consul Power 
also telegraphed the minister. "I shall fol- 
low Gen. Gordon to the equator. It is n 
loss risky route, but should the Arabs pos- 
sibly reach Berber, we should be entirely 
blockaded on northeast and west. 

Cairo, May li. — An Arab journal af- 
firms that El Mahdi demands £500,000 
ransom for Gen. Gordon, the buiii to be 
paid to tho Mahdi within three months.

chael Hicks-Beach. 

FRANCE. 
Paris. May 0. — At the next cabinet 
council the question will be decided with 
regard to the retention if French troops 
at Tonquin until the Chinese government 
pays the indemnity demanded. Vice Ad- 
miral Peyron is strongly opposed to the 
withdrawal of a single soldier until the 
requirements of tho French government 
are completely satisfied. 

WHITLEY'S, 

An Immense London Dry^oods 
Emporium Swepl Away. 

London, April 2G. — Fire broke out at a 
late hour last night in the extensive dry- 
goods etiblishment of Win. Whitley, 
comprising 41 to 55 West bourne Grove, 
147 to 159 Queen's road, and 50 to f>;i 
Kensington Gardens Square. Tho fire 
originated in an explosion. Notwith- 
standing the fire department was prompt- 
ly on tho scene, the flames spread rapidly 
from one building to another, until nearly 
tho entire property of all tho firm was 
swept away. Tho loss is estimated at 
$2,500,000, partly covered by insurance. 
It is not known whether the explo- 
sion was caused by leaking izas or by dyna- 
mite. 

Whitley's was an immense establish- 
ment, noted as being a universal empori- 
um for furnishing to its customers any- 
thing and everything in any line what- 
ever, from a paper of pins to a house 
ready furnished. It was undoubtedly 
the largest establishment of the kind in 
the world.

ENGLAND. 

London, May 0. — Tho sensation caused 
by the withdrawal of Lord Randolph 
Churchill continues. It seems that 
Churchill, aftur becoming chairman of the 
Conservative Union Association, ignored 
the Marquis of Salisbury's central Con- 
servative committee, he claimed that tho 
council of tho Union" had control of tho 
entire Conservative party and that it had 
become a caucus. He appointed an ex- 
ecutive committoo consisting of himself, 
Mr. Gorse and Sir Henry Drummond 
Wolf. Tho council adopted a resolution 
to tho eirect that they and tho central com- 
mittee should work in harmony. Church- 
ill, looking upon this as a vote of censure, 
retired from the association. The corres- 
pondence between Churchill and Salis- 
bury is so acrimonious that reconciliation 
will be impossible.

He 
was so greatly stunned by the fall that it 
was some time before he knew where ho 
was and when he did realize bis position 
he found that he was robbed of his pocket 
book, watch and chain and several papers 
and letters. His trunk, which was broken, 
doubtless by tho fall, was gone through 
and several articles taken away. He man- 
aged to get home by another cab, but re- 
membered nothing of what transpired af- 
tor he was thrown from Cardinal's cab. 
A Free Press reporter endeavored to find 
out the cabman to-day to ascertain tho 
cause of the runaway, but was unable to 
do so. The other cabmen on tho stand 
saw Cardinal's horse pass along Wellington 
street with nothing but the collar on his 
neck, but they could not toll anythingabout 
the accident or how it occurred. At any rate 
the. cab was badly smashed. The police 
are enquiring into the affair to day, and 
will likely manage to get further partial - 
lars of the accident around which, as yet, 
there lies something mysterious.

His honor addressing Mr. Jeffree, said 
that tho coat was banging outside. 

Mr. JolVroo said ho had no wish to press 
the case. 

His honor said he would discharge the 
prisoner. 

UNLAWFUL POSSESSION. 

A muu named tins Smith was charged 
with being in unlawful possession of a gold 
shirt stud, the property of G. L. Swinger. 

Officer Stewart stated tho stud, with other 
things, had boon stolen from tho Albion 
Hotel. He wont to the prisoner's room, who 
was in bod, and in turning over tho pillow 
the stud rolled out. 

Mr. Swinger stated the prisoner slept in 
the same room with him, and he identified 
the stud. 

The prisoner, who was an old offender, 
was sentenced to three months' with hard 
labor. 

GAMBLING. 

Peter Lang, on remand from the 2d inst., 
charged with gambling. 

Sergt. liloomfield said the defendant was 
not present. 

Mr. Davie said he could either appear 
personally or by counsel. 

Mr. Pollard said this was a criminal ease, 
and the dofondaut was bound to appear. 

Mr. Davie quoted an authority to support 
his views of the matter. 

Mr. Pollard said the defendant was noti- 
fied at 1():3U and if bo did not appear a 
warrant must be issued for his arrest, as ho 
was actually a prisoner. * 

Mr. Davie contended the man could either 
appear in court personally or by counsel. 

Mr. Pollard finally agreed to go on with 
another case, and asked that the informa- 
tion he read, which was done. 

Mr. Davie said that none of the defend- 
ants wore bound to answer under tho infor- 
mation sworn that morning; but only to Un- 
charge sworn against them by the police. 

It was finally decided to go on with an- 
other case. 

H, W. Cooper was charged with unlaw- 
fully playing an unlawful game of cards 111 
a common gaming house. 

Mr. Davie on behalf of the prisoner plead- 
ed not guilty, and asked who was prosecut- 
or in this case, and being told Mr. Hudge, 
asked who Mr. Pollard appeared lor. 

Mr. Pollard said he appeared for certain 
parties, and, if tho chief of police did not 
object, bo should act, but otherwise ho 
would have merely to watch the case. 

Mr. Davie said if Mr. Pollard appeared 
for parties who were nameless, it was 
merely a case of maintenance and ho must 
object to this. 

Mr. Pollard stated he recoived his in- 
structions from Mr. Rudge. 

Mr. Rudge, sworn — 1 remember Satur- 
day night, tho 26th April, I entered the 
Adolphi saloon that nighty to aeo If there 
was gambling going on. Sergt. Flewin 
waa present. Wo went into a room on 
tho south end of tho main saloon. This 
room is divided off by a partition from the 
main saloon. Thoro ia a doorway in the 
partition leading to another room where 
cards were played. The people thoro were 
playing cards. Tho defendant waa not in 
that room, but I saw him in the room ad- 
joining playing cards. There woro six in 
that room; live, and tho dealer, who were 
playing. We found tho table produced, 
and seats. I saw on tho tablo money and 
cards, and checks, like I Bee now in tin: 
drawer. The checks are used for playing 
studhorao poker. I never saw them used 
for any other game; never saw faro played. 
When wo went in to the best of my know- 
ledge tltoy were playing stndhorso poker. 
Defendant waa aitting at the table. Did 
not soe him dealing. The players passed 
their checks towards the dealer because 
.Sergt. Flewin told them they were under 
arrest. When tho players sit down tho 
tirst thing I suppose they would do would 
bo to limit what they would play for, and 
make arrangements about the dealer's per- 
centage. I auppose the next thing would 
be to deal. The playera buy their checks 
from tho dealer. Tho dealer would deal 
tho Grst card face down to each player. 1 
think they would deal from left to right. 
To the best of my knowledge the players 
next put up checks. I am not much post- 
ed in tho game The players in this game 
bot on tho best hand. Tho dealer plays 
five cards to each player, four of the cards 
being face up. We arrested the defend- 
ants and took them to jail. I acted as a 
special constable, Officer Sheppard search- 
ed them. The dealer is tho banker in this 
gamo. 

To. Mr. T. Davie — Have never played 
this game myself, but have seen others. I 
know it was studhorse poker from tho 
tools. I know nothing about whist. I 
know "seven up" but never saw these 
checks used in any game except studhorse 
poker. I know studhorse poker by the 
card.s and the dealer who did nothing but 
deal. I cannot swear they wero not play 
ing whist. I never saw whist played. 
J will not awoar this was not whist. I saw 
cards lying by Cooper. To the best of my 
boliot defendant was playing but 1 would 
not awear that he was. I swear tho room 
waa under the roof of the Adelphi and not 
in the B. C. Express building. 

To Mr. Pollard— The dealer has an 
advantage. 

To Mr. Davie — I could not awear posi- 
tively that any of tho four defendants in 
court wero playing. 

Tho court adjourned at 1 15. 

A FT EHNOON PROCEEIUNOS. 

Sergt. Flewin, sworn— I know tho do- 
fondant. I remember Saturday Ihe 2(itli 
April; I arrested defendant on that night 
in company with Officer Sheppard and 
Mr. Rudge, for gambling in the inner 
back room of the Adelphi Ualoon, by 
virtue of a warrant issued by tho police 
magistrate. Wo entered through tho side 
door on Government street, which leads 
into the bar room. The billiard and bar 
room are tho same. Prom the bar room 
we went into the back rouin connected 
with it by u door; this room ia used for a 
card room; there is also a room opening 
off this room on the west side, also used 
an a card room. Those two rooms are 
apart of the Adelphi Saloon; one room ia 
under the roof of tho Adulphi, but aa to 
the second room I cannot say; in tho first 
room there were several aitting round a 
table and othora standing there talking; 
there wero about 20 persona in the room 
in roar of tho bar room; about half wero 
sitting round tho table; I think they were 
playing studhorse poker; I think they 
stopped playing immediately; I wont to 
the second room where there were six 
persons. Defendant was one of them; 
also the other 5 defendants. The five 
wero playing studhorse poker, I believe; 
there woro a tablo and chairs in tho room; 
the table produced waa the one, Thoro 



waa alno the drawer in the table cuiiUin- 
ing the checks and tho monoy. Some of 
the checks and cards wore on the table, 
but no money which waa in the drawer. 
Some of the checks were taken off tho 
table and put into the drawer by Camer- 
on; I did not sue any money on the tabic, 
and none waa removed and put in the 
drawer. They stopped the deal just aa I 
went in at • the door. Some of them 
pushed their checks in and asked for 
their money from the dealer; I did not 
know any of them personally; 1 told 
Cameron never to mind that, but to put 
tho checks in tho drawer and 1 would 
look after them, which I did. The chocks 
and drawer are now produced, alao a call 
bell. I found §30 00 in tho drawer and 
the cards. 

To Mr. Pollard— Are those faro chocks. 

Mr. Davio objected to this question aa 
a leading one. 

Witness— Checka similar to those pro 
duced aroused for playing other games. 
They aro used to play every game of cards 
excepting a few; whist, seven up, pedro; 
they are used for playing faro also and 
many other games. 1 don't know how to 
play studhorse pokor; have seen it played 
and know as much about it, as Mr. Rudge 
does. Thoro is hotting amongst the play- 
ers. 

Mr. Pollard askod if witness had aeon 
dice shaken in the Adelphi. 

Mr. Davie objected. 

Mr. Pollard said he had a right to prove 
tho Adelphi was a common gambling 
houao. 

Mr. Davio objected to evidonco againat 
tho proprietors in thoir absonco. 

Mr. Pollard auid he had only to prove 
that certain articles woro present to prove 
it was a common gambling houso. A com- 
mon gambling houae moans a houao con- 
tinuously uaed for that purpose. 

His honor thought Mr. Pollard should 
not bo debarred from proving a common 
practice. 

Mr. T. Davie aaid the gaming in this 
houso had beeu discontinued aa soon aa it 
was known that it waa denounced by tho 
mayor. 

Mr. Pollard contended this wan irregu- 
lar as belonging the defence. 

His honor thought he ought to hear 
Mr. Davio. 

Mr. Davio said it was unfair for Mr. 
Pollard to prove that certain games had 
boon played snino months ago. It was 
perfectly right and praiseworthy for tho 
Blue Ribbon or any other Bueioty to put 
down gambling, but it should bo done in 
a proper manner. He contended that the 
fact that the house had been a common 
gaming house was no evidence in the pre- 
sent case. 

Mr. Pollard said he did not wish to rest 
his case on one point alone. According 
to Mr. Davio, tlioso people had beou car- 
rying on gaming logally. lie claimod ho 
«as entitled to prove tho Adelphi was a 
common gaming houso. 

Air. Davie contended tho time ahould 
bo limited, as it was unfair to base the 
prosecution on acta that had taken placu 
prior to A pril 20th. 

Mr. Pollard said tho production of tho 
faro counters was sulliciont. Ho* would 
aak witness if ho had known it waa a com- 
mon gaming house for a year. 

Mr. Davie said that was too long a 
space of time. 

Witness— Gambling has been carried on 
at the Adelphi; 1 mean playing for money. 
I have seen faro and stud horse p iker 
played there, but not within tho last 
month, with the exception of the 20th of 
April- I have aeon pokor and chuck- 
luck; I have seen them shaking dice in 
nearly every saloon in town, and also in 
tho Adelphi saloon for drinks. Mr. Brown 
one of tho proprietors of tho Adelphi 
saloon was behtnd tho bar when tho de- 
fendants wore arrested, 

To Mr Theo. Davio— Tho defendants 
were not playing, but had tho cards and 
checks in front of them. Similar checka 
are used in faro, but tho game could not 
be played with the appliances found. I 
do not know if any of tho houses woro 
notified. Faro haa boon stopped at tho 
Adolphi since the last of March; could 
not 8eo from tho bar what waa going on 
in tho room. 

Officer Sheppard, sworn I remember 
tho night of tho 20th April; I arrested tho 
tho defendant that night, assisted by of- 
ficer Rudge, on a charge of gambling, in 
a back room in tho Adolphi. Saw cards 
and chocks on tho tablo; there woro six 
persona in tho room. A man named 
Cameron was the dealer. They passed 
tho chocks over to Cameron, some of them 
saying they represented so much money. 
I saw defendant there. Ho was looking 
at tho table and was awake. Sergt". Flewin 
took charge of the table and drawer, dur- 
iut; my absence at the gaol. Sergt. Flewin 
told Cameron he would take possesion of 
tho tablo and drawer. The checks are 
ako used for various games; also faro. I 
have not soon them playing any other 
game lately except "stud-horse pokor.,' 
Have scarcely been in the saloon for a 
month. The Adolphi has boon known to 
tho police as a common gaming houae. 
Have seen stud-horse puker played, but 
not in that way. 

Geo. Sismoy, sworn — Remember tho 
night of the 20th April; was in the Adel- 
phia about 10 o'clock. 1 wont into a small 
room on the premises. At tirst I was 
looking on at the game at the big table; 
thoy woro playing stud-horse pokor; there 
woro about ton playing. I watched them 
nearly half an hour; I took a hand; 1 lost 
§4. Thoy were betting: tho money and 
checks were together on the tablo. 1 play- 
ed thure nearly two hours. After quit- 
ting I watched the game .in tho second 
room; the defendant was there. Ho was 
playing stud horse poker; he was playing 
when Flewin and Sheppard came in, with 
tho other live: playing for monoy .- -They 
were betting; have seen Faro played in 
the Adolphi several timesfthis year. Had 
soon atud-horso pokor played in the Adel- 
phi several times within the last month, 
lut not faro, I have seen stud-horse 
pokor played every night in tho Adelphia 
except Sunday nighta. Have been shak- 
ing the dice over the bar for drinks. The 
dealer gets a percentage for each time ho 
deals in stud-horse poker. 

This was the case fur the prosecution. 
Mr. Davio aaid he had no witnesses. 

Mr. Pollard, addressing the court, aaid 
the prosecutions waa brought under 38 
Victoria, sec. 3, and -10 Victoria, section 4, 
taken in connection with the English 
stat. 8 and 1) Vic ch. 100. The fact of 
finding the rhecka was sulliciont until 
tho contrary was proved, that defendants 
were playing in a common gaming houao, 
as thoy wero used in an unlawful game 
called faro. Section '.' had tho same pro- 
viaion as tho English acts 8 and 1) Vic- 
toria chap. 100, sec. 2. In this particu- 
lar game, stndhorso pokor, one person 
acted as dealer, and tho chances of tho 
gamo were not equal for all tho players, 
and, therefore, thoy wero playing in a 
common gaming house. Both dice and 
faro were unlawful and if the defendants 
wero playing in a common gaming house, 
whether tho game was lawful or unlawful 
was immaterial. Tho defendants must bo 
convicted whether it was proved they wore 
playing an unlawful game, at a game car- 
ried on in a common gaining houso. Then 
tho checks, cards and tablo and other im-

Firmness or the New Speaker. 

(London Tlraoa Report, April S.) 

Mr. Healy. — .said that the Govern, 
meiit Lad connived at the discharge of 
the murderers of Philip Maguire. Jf 
Philip Maguiro had been a brother of 
his, and if his murderors were let loose 
to prey upon the county that he lived in, 
lie would tako care that they never 
committed murder a second time. There 
■was conspiracy for the protection of 
murderers and other criminals of one 
particular class. The London member 
proceeded to call attention to several 
other cases in which he considered in- 
justice had been done, and especially to 
the case of a young man who died in 
gaol. He observed that the right hon. 
gentleman the Chief Secretary was re- 
ceiving with smiles his statement as to 
this young man's death. The right 
hon. gentleman might laugh; it will 
became his callousness. 

Mil Trevelyan, — It is an absolute 
falsehood to say that 1 laugh. (Cheers 
and cries of "Order" from the Home 
Rule members.) ^ , 
■ The SrF.AKEit.: — 1 am.bound to inte- 
fere. The hon. gentleman has reached 
such a high level of violence thoughout 
the whole of the speech, that I feel 
bound to interfere. lie has made 
charges of the most reckless descrip- 
tion. He has charged Her Majesty's 
Government in language exceeding 
anything I have heard in this Mouse. 
He has charged them with conniving 
at (Mr. Bigger. — "Hear, ' 
hear"; and loud cries of "Name him' 
from the Ministerial side), and he has 
made a statement with reference to the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland which was 
couched in language which I conceive 
ought not to be used by one member 
of this House to another. (Cheers.) I 
can only warn the hon. member that 
if this language is continued I shall re- 
sort to those powers with which the 
House has invested me to prevent what 
I consider a public scandal(Renewed 
cheers.) 

Mb. Healy. — I thought when you 
rose, Mr. Speaker you rose for the pur- 
pose of drawing the attention of the 
Houso to the charge of falsehood made 
against me by the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. (Loud cries of "Order," and 
cheers from the Home Rule mem- 
bers. ) 

The Speaker. — The hon. member is 
not entitled to enter into an argument 
with the Chair. I have simply done 
what is my duty. (-Ministerial cheers.) 

Mn. Healy. — 1 rise to order. Jf 1 
am not entitled to enter into an argu- 
ment with the Chair, I am entitled to 
submit to you a point of order. In the 
course of my speech the Chief Secre- 
tary interrupted me by stating that 
what I had said was an absolute false- 
hood. You, Sir, at that moment rose, 
and 1 was under the impression, nat- 
urally enough, that you rose for the 
purpose of calling attention to the 
fact that the right hon. gentleman the 
Chief Secretary was not entitled to 
use the word ''absolute falsehood" to- 
wards another member of this House.

— Upon the 
point of order, Sir I ask your protec- 
tion to address the House. 
' 'Mil O'Brien, whywas received with 
loud cries of "Order' and Sit down." — 
1 rise to order. I ask for your ruling, 
Sir, on the point which has been raised. 

The Speaker.- Order, order. 

The A tto rney-Genehal. — Wh en my 
right hon. friend was entering into pri- 
vate conversation with me he smiled, 
but that smile had no reference to this 
debate. Seeing a smile on his counten- 
ance tho hon. member for Monahan 
charged him with a smile of approval 
of the fact that an innocent man 
had been murdered. (Cries of'No" /roup- 
the Home Rule members.)

sing myself to the House. The hon. 
member stated that 1 was smiling at 
the death— (Loud cries of "Order" from 
the Homo Rule members.) 

Mr. Healey.— Perhaps I had bettor 
explain it. I was referring to a young 
man in prison, and in the course of my 
statement for upwards of half a minute 
I naturally supposed that the right hon. 
gentleman the Chief Secretary was at- 
tending to my remarks and observa- 
tions on a subject aO'ecting his depart- 
ment. (Cries of "Oh, oh," and "Order.") 
I whs stating that this young man had 
died in gaol and I observed that tho Chief 
Secretary received this statement with 
a continous ripple of laughter. (Mur- 
murs.) I said I believed the young man 
was released decease ho was spitting 
blood, and the Chief Secretary, putting 
a construction upon my language, said 
that that statement was an absolute 
falsehood. 

Mr. Trevelyan. — I have used the 
exact words. It came to the really. 
The hon. member said I was smiling at 
the death of an innocant man. 
Hon. mombers heard the sentence ut- 
tered by the hon. member. It is not 
possible that a member could be in a 
smiling mood who was so addressed by 
a brother member of the House of 
Commons. In these circumstances, 
when I wasdeoply moved already, the 
hon. member makes this extremely 
strong statement. That statement of 
the hon. member that I was smiling at 
the announcement he made I beg 
emphatically to deny as a fact : and I do 
not think the hon, member himself 
believes that I was smiling at what he 
said. 

Mr. Healy. — If you deny it, cer- 
tainly not. 

Mr. Trevelyan.— In these circum- 
stances, J withdraw tho words, because 
the bun. m ember] made the statement 
under an impression aB tho truth of 
which accepts my denial. 

Mr. Healy.— Now, Sir, I beg to 
ask your ruling upon this statement. 
I ask you whether the remark of the 
Chief Secretary was in order or not. 
I would point out that you have ruled 
with out being appealed as to my gen- 
eral language. I would ask you wheth- 
er the Chief Secretary was in order 
in using the language he did. 

The Speaker — I understand the 
Chief Secretary has withdrawn the 
expression he used; I understand the 
hon. member withdraws the expression 
he used also. (Cries of "Rule-") I did 
express myself, not, 1 think, to strong- 
ly (hear.hear), in strong reprobation of 
the course which had been purstii d dur- 
ing several minutes by the hon. mem- 
ber. I thought tho language he made 
use of exceeded in violence anything I 
have heard while 1 have been in the 
chair, and demanded the reprobation 
of the chair, and 1 took upon myself 
to warn the hon. member in moderate 
terms that if language of this kind was 
repeated I shonld be obli.lged to take 
serious notice of it, and to exercise 
those powers with which J. am vested. 
I shall not take any further notice of 
the matter; I regard the point of order 
as settled. 

Mr. Healy — .You have settled the 
point of order to your own satisfac- 
tion. 

The Speaker. — The hon. member is 
not respectful to the Chair (cheers), 
and not respectful to this House;. 1 hesi- 
tate to name the lion, member; I am 
very unwilling to exercise the powers 
intrusted to me, or to appear to act 
with anything like precipitancy; but I 
warn the hon. member seriously that 
this sort of language will not be toler- 
ated. (Cheers.)
